All  new  and  crisp,  unless  otherwise  described. 

5 Or  25,  10,  5 cents.  Postage  currency.  Perforated  edges. 
No  A B N Co.  on  reverse.  The  10  cents  shows  very  slight 
crumple  and  lacks  a few  perforations.  Rare.  6.00. 

10,  5 cents.  Same  as  last,  but  with  ABN  Co.  1.75. 

50,  25,  10,  5 cents.  Same,  but  with  plain  edges.  50  cents  not 
strict  perfection.  1.65. 

50,  25,  10,  5 cents.  Gilt  ring  series.  No  letters  on  reverse 
except  on  50  cents.  2.50. 

50,  25,  10,  5 cents.  Same  as  last,  but  fiber  paper  that  will  split. 
Not  strict  perfection,  though  very  fine.  3.00. 

Third  Issue.  50  cents.  Justice.  Red  back.  Coarse  fiber 
paper.  Autographic  signatures  of  Colby  and  Spinner.  (All 
following  red  backs  are  lithographic  signatures  unless  names  of 
signers  given.)  Very  fine,  not  quite  new.  3.00. 

50  cents,  justice.  Red  back.  Colby  and  Spinner.  A little 
close  at  right.  2.75. 

50  cents.  Spinner.  Red  back.  Colby  and  Spinner.  3.25. 

50  cents.  Spinner.  Red  back.  2.50. 

50  cents.  Spinner.  Green  back.  “50”  at  ends.  Not  well 
centered,  i.oo. 

50  cents.  Spinner.  Greenback.  “ 50”  in  center,  i.oo. 

25  cents.  Fessenden.  Red  back.  A trifle  too  close  at  top. 
1.25. 

25  cents.  Green  back.  Coarse  fiber  paper.  Not  strict  per- 
fection. 1.50. 

25  cents.  Same,  plain  paper.  .45. 

1 5 cents.  Grant  and  Sherman.  Pair  of  red  and  green  backs. 
Each  trimmed  to  note  and  pasted  together.  Very  fine.  Pair,  5.50. 

10  cents.  Washington.  Redback.  Colby  and  Spinner.  1.65. 

10  cents.  Red  back.  i.oo.

25  cents.  Walker.  Pair,  with  long  and  short  keys  in  seal.  .75. 

10  cents.  Meredith.  Green  seal.  .40. 

10  cents.  Meredith.  Red  seal.  Long  and  short  keys.  Pair,  .40. 

Strips.  5 cents.  Postage  currency.  Strip  of  4.  1.25. 

5 cents.  Gilt  ring.  Strip  of  6.  2.00. 

3 cents.  Pair.  .75.  Strip  of  4.  1.50. 

Circulated.  50,  25,  10,  5 cts.  Postage  currency.  Circulated 
but  fine.  1.35. 

50  cents.  Spinner.  Red  back.  Poor.  .65. 

50  cents.  Spinner.  Green  backs  (both  types).  Each  with 
plate  letter  .a.  Almost  perfect.  Pair,  1.50. 

10  cents.  Red  back.  Jeffries  autograph.  Poor  and  mended 
but  rare.  .45. 

10  cents.  Red  and  green  backs.  Fine  but  not  new.  .65. 
Red  back,  fair  only.  .25. 

50  cents,  Dexter,  very  fine;  10  cents,  gilt  ring,  new,  etc.  Cir- 
culated notes;  face,  1.35.  1.60. 

Essays.  All  the  following  were  cancelled  with  two  D punches 
and  surcharged  “Specimen”  by  order  of  Treasury  Dep’t.  All 
are  gilt  ring  series,  though  without  ring. 

50  cents.  Reverse,  blank.  Thick  and  thin  fiber  paper.  Pair, 
1.50. 

50  cents.  Obverse,  blank.  Carmine  reverse.  .75. 

25  cents.  Reverse,  blank.  .40. 

25  cents.  Regular  obverse  with  gilt  ring;  reverse  only  has 
outlined  “25  ” in  center  and  S-18-63  in  corners.  1.25. 

25  cents.  Same,  but  addition  of  heavy  gilt  letters  on  obverse 
covering  most  of  it.  1.25. 

25  cents.  Obverse,  blank.  Violet  reverse.  .50. 

10  cents.  Reverse,  blank.  Membrane  paper.  .50. 

10  cents.  Same,  but  gilt  ring  added  on  obverse.  .50. 

10  cents.  Obverse  has  gilt  ring  only;  regular  reverse  with 
gilt  letters  in  corners.  Fiber  paper.  .75. 

' 5 cents.  Obverse,  blank.  Light  tan-colored  reverse.  Bank 
note  paper.  .50. 

5 cents.  membrane  fiber  paper.  .50.
